CARE OF PASTURES. 

Why It Is Wise to Give Them an Oc¬ 
casional Rest. 

It is a too common practice for land 
devoted to the pasture to he given to 
the stock in a body, over which they 
have continuous and unrestricted 
range That this is not good policy is 
apparent The whole pasture -inri'aee 
is kept constantly fouled and tread 
down No portion of it is allowed to 
freshen up during the grazing season. 
Actual test has proven that two five- 
acre pastures, fed alternately, aie 
worth much more than one ten-acre 
field fed continuously. The grass 
roots have a much better chance in 
the former, especially in the dry time. 
They are not then constantly 
trampled, and the protecting growth 
above fed down. One-half the pas¬ 
ture is allowed an uninterrupted 
growth of several days while the 
other is being fed. This in turn will 
offer fresh feed while the first is get¬ 
ting a rest, and so, alternately 
through the growing season. 

The expense of thus separating the 
pasture into parts is slight indeed, 

! compared with the benefits realized. 
It is supspapd that the pasture is al¬ 
ready sunounded with fence. All that 
is required to make the division is to 
run a fence across the pasture. This : 
fence may usually be of a rather light, i 
temporary character, as there is noth- : 
ing on either side to tempt stock to i 
make a breach, and no great damage ' 
to be done if they do. Movable panels 
may he staked in place or three wires I 
strung to form the division.

I The best soil for plants in pots is 
t '■o he found in well-rotted turf, or a,t 
least sufficiently rotted to destroy the 
life in the roots of the grass, then 
the coarser the better, as the growing 
plants will consume it as wanted. The 
urovident gardener or amateur will 
always have a pile of sods in some 
out-of-the-way place, where it will de¬ 
cay and be ever-ready for potting pur¬ 
poses. Some of the best rose grow¬ 
ers in our country use nothing else 
for their young roses, and there can 
be nothing better; others, in piling up 
the sods, alternate the layers -with 
stable manure. This makes a good 
compost, but is a congenial home for 
VTorms and grubs which are de.struc- 
tive to the plants. For the best re¬ 
sults use sod only, and make an oc¬ 
casional application of some reliable 
concentrated plant food, hut use in 
moderation.

The Price of Glory. 

The nation which worships Mars 
must go deep into its pocketbook to 
meet the exactions of the god of war.' 
This year' the British taxpayer must 
provide $172,000,000 for tlie support of 
his army and about .$180,000,000 for 
the maintenance of his navy and the 
construction of new warships. That 
is to say, every man, woman, and 
child in the United Kingdom must 
contribute about .$8.80 to keep .John 
Bull in business as a world Power. 
This is Mar’s hill with the empire on 
a peace basis. There is no probability 
that it will he less in the years to 
to come unless the Liberals should urn 
expectedly come into power and inau¬ 
gurate a policy of retrenchment. En¬ 
glish newspapers are filled with pro¬ 
tests from taxpayers who complain 
bitterly of the burdens which are im¬ 
posed upon them by the Government’s 
demands on their purses. The income 
tax is excessively high, and persons 
of small means are clamoring for re¬ 
lief from war taxation. There is no 
prospect that their protests will be 
heeded. The empire is a costly lux¬ 
ury. A. few years ago the Briton who 
suggested that less glory and more 
comfort in the British Isles would he 
the most sensible policy the people 
of the United Kingdom could adopt 
was held up to sco.'n as a “little Eng¬ 
lander,” as a “product of parochial¬ 
ism.' The number of “little England¬ 
ers” is steadily increasing, however. 
There are practical Britons who be¬ 
lieve it is better to have a square 
meal at regular intervals than to go 
hungry in order that the British flag 
may float over enormous areas in 
Asia and Africa. London Is crowded 
with unemployed men. It Is esti¬ 
mated that nearly 10 per .cent, of its 
6,000,000 inhabitants live literally 
from hand to mouth. Thousands of 
soldiers who fought their country’s 
battles In South Africa and were dis¬ 
charged on their return home are in 
almost destitute condition. Yet John 
Bull is preparing to Spend a larger 
sum than ever before in increasing 
his army and adding to his navy. It 
is a great thing, possibly, to he a 
“world Power,’’ but the British tax¬ 
payer Is not as happy as he would he 
If glory didn’t come so high, and Mars 
were content with a smaller tribute 
from his Votaries.—Baltimore Sun.

Medical Reliefs That Have Been Dis- 
covered for Frightful Maladies. 

The current year proniises to he ho- 
tabte. among other things, for the im- 
10 i it ciddiuDns which it will make to 
meuicai science and to curative agen¬ 
cies in general. While the wonderful 
woric accomplished by Dr, Lorenz may 
•perhaps hardly fall within the class 
thus indicated, the stimulus which the 
famous Viennese surgeon has given to 
undoubtedly help to make the year ad¬ 
ditionally memorable in the diminution 
of human suffering. Among the posi¬ 
tive announcements of the year thus 
far in the direction of medical discov¬ 
eries may he included that* of serum 
cure for hay fever, made by Professor 
Dunbar, American head of the Ham¬ 
burg Hygienic Institute. JWhfie hay 
feyer is not to be regarded as a fatal 
disease, it is a most distressing ma¬ 
lady, and if anything can be devised to 
cure it a great boon vfill be conferred 
upon the human race. • 

Of far greater importance is the an¬ 
nouncement that a probable cure has 
been discovered for blood poisoning, a 
malady which carries off a large num¬ 
ber of people each year, and which 
. has hitherto resisted. In many cases, 
the best’ medical skill. Recent experi¬ 
ments with formalin in hospitals in 
New.York and elsewhere seem to show 
that this agency may he relied upon in 
many cases to arrest the process 
known as blood poisoUing and effect 
permanent cure. If this proves to be 
the case it will be, as one high medi¬ 
cal authority has truly said, “the most 
important contribution to medical sci¬ 
ence in this generation.” Still later 
than these comes the news from Rome, 
that Professor Cormagln, of Pavie, has 
discovered the microbe of hydrophobia. 
It has been the general impression 
that this disease was being success¬ 
fully treated with the remedy devised 
by Professor Koch, bat if this new 
discovery leads to something still more 
efpcacious the world will have reason 
to be profoundly grateful. Hydropho¬ 
bia. is one of the most frightful mala¬ 
dies known to liumanity, and whatever 
tends to diminish its ravages or to' de¬ 
prive of its terrors will be of untold 
benefit.—Leslie's Weekly. 


Need for White Stockings. 

The story was recently told us of a 
nurse who, proceeding to the tropics, 
on consulting the matron of the hos¬ 
pital, who was in England at the time, 
as to her outfit, was advised to take 
out white stockings. She must at any 
rate take one pair of white stockings.

We relate 
the story as showing the spirit in 
which nurses take up work in un¬ 
healthy clinlates, knowing full well 
the risks,—From the British journal 
of Nursing. 


British Coal Mining. 

The question of how far the miner’s 
employment in our coal mines is re¬ 
latively unhealthy is one that has 
often been d'seussed by medical men, 
by coal owners, by the miners them¬ 
selves and by the general public. Sta¬ 
tistics demonstrate that, while the 
laboj^n our coal mines is not entitled 
to take rank as equally healthy V.fith 
agricultural labor and other outdoor 
occupations, it is very far from being 
as unhealthy as the general public are 
disposed to believe. Another general 
idea is that the work of the mine not 
only tends to shorten life, but to dis¬ 
able men from following their occupa¬ 
tion at a relatively early age. The 
Iron and Coal Trades Review has 
analyzed the figures on the question 
given in the recent census returns in 
the United Kingdom, and the result is 
both instructive and in some respects 
unexpected. 

In every district of importance a 
number of men are still following the 
laborious occupation of hewing coal 
at the age of seventy-five years and 
upward. In Glamorgan seventy-nine 
men of that age were employed under 
ground In the census year; in Durham, 
thirty-nine; in Northumberland, twen¬ 
ty-four; in Yorkshire, forty-live, and 
in Lancashire, twenty-six. Between 
the ages of slxtyflve and seventy-five 
the numbers were naturally much 
larger. Of hewers so employed there 
were 7ll in Flamorgan, 532 in Dur¬ 
ham, 238 in Northumberland, 699 in 
Yorkshire and 480 in Lancashire, This 
is not at all a had record for an age 
that Is likely to average about seven¬ 
ty, which is a period of life when com¬ 
paratively few men can continue to 
follow exhausting and continuous 
labor.—Philadelphia Ledger,

Wonderful Clock Plant, 


Pierre Van Ivandlugham, florl.st at 
Purdue University, is the proud pos¬ 
sessor of a plant known as the desina. 
dlum gyean, or better known to the 
botanic world as the “clock plant,” on 
account of the peculiar action of the 
leaves of the plant when placed in the 
sunlight. 

He obtained the plant Several years 
ago from the national botanical gar¬ 
dens in Washington, Prom his origi¬ 
nal plant he has developed several 
others, and all are now In excellent 
growing condition. 

The clock plant, as it Is familiarly 
known, is peculiar in many respects. 
It Is a native of the jungles of Borneo 
and in its native state never exceeds 
three feet in height, while those in 
this country never come anyWliere 
near this heigljt, the ones at Purdue 
being only three Inches tall, Thh 
bloom of the plant is pea in shape and 
lilac In color and IS quite fragrant, 

The name of “clock plant” iS de¬ 
rived from the action of the sun On 
the leaves, The plant has three 
leaves, one large one in the Center 
and two smaller ones at the base of 
the large one, These when acted upon 
by the sun osclliate like the pendulum 
of a clock, the large leaf Making a 
movement forward and back hrtd the 
smaller ones in the course of their os¬ 
cillating motion moving toward the 
large leaf, The former makes one 
complete movement to and fro In 45 
seconds. This time corresponds td 
the hour and minute hands &f thd 
clock, This actidn occurs only under 
the circumstances mentioned above.
